nied the appeal of the Birch

on 
its petroleum properties in Orange 
county . 
This action, announced here by 
A ttorney L. A. W est, means, ac­ 
cording to D istrict Attorney Alex 
P. Nelson, that the oil company 
will be precluded from any possi­ 
bility of winning the rem ainder of 
the cases now pending. 
"I have received from the clerk 
of the suprem e couit a letter stat­ 
ing that he has just filed an order 
in which the supreme court denies 
the company a rehearing,” 
said 
Attorney L. A. W est, who, with 
the district attorney , represented 
Orange county in the lengthy liti­ 
gation. “This is a distint victory 
for Orange county and a 
strong 
endorsem ent of 
the methods 
of 
Assessor Sleeper.”

The Birch company m aintained 
that an excessive valuation of its

“ The present so cial o rder o f o ur co untry is able 
to meet this challeng e because o f a certain co nfi­ 
dence and trust in o ur po litical, eco no mic and re­ 
lig io us institutio ns. 
But it canno t be met by any 
natio n in the Old Wo rld.” 
These are facts wo rth calling freshly to mmd ev ery 
time so me ex citable patrio t raises a new cry o f alarm 
reg arding so me radical menace o r o ther. 
Any o ne who calmly studies the po litical histo ry 
and so cial tendencies in the v ario us co untries o f the 
wo rld usually co ncludes that the United States is the 
steadiest co untry in the wo rld. 
Ev en Eng land, with 
“ its freedo m bro adening slo wly do wn fro m precedent 
to precedent,” is mo re radical than America— that 
is, its po litical and eco no mic ev o lutio n mo v es faster.

A MEMORIAL BOULEVARD 


A civ ic bo ulev ard stretching fro m the heart o f the 
business district o ut into the suburbs has just been 
co mpleted in Pittsburg h as a memo rial to the so ns 
and daug hters o f the city who serv ed in the Wo rld 
War. 
It is called the Bo ulev ard o f the Allies. 
When a civ ic memo rial was sug g ested it was felt 
that a mo nument which wo uld perfo rm so me public 
serv ice wo uld mo st fitting ly perpetuate the memcry 
o f the serv ice rendered in the war. One o f the g reat­ 
est needs o f the city was a bo ulev ardjo div ide traffic 
and lessen the accidents o ccurring daily because o f 
co ng ested tho ro ug hfares, and this was the memo rial 
decided o n. 
There is alway s so mething splendid and stirring 
abo ut a g reat hig hway . 
Once o pened it beco mes 
practically an eternal part o f the life o f a city o r 
co untry . No thing co uld serv e mo re fully itself, while 
co mmemo rating serv ice* o r further the g o o d o f the 
liv ing mo re co mpletely , tho ug h co nstructed in ho no r 
o f the dead. 


Eng ineers are study ing plans fo r damming the 
tributaries o f the lo wer Mississippi o n a sufficiently 
larg e scale to ho ld flo o d waters and pro v ide electric 
po wer fo r the surro unding areas. 
It is believ ed that 
a sy stem can be wo rked o ut by which the waters o f 
bo th the tributaries and the main stream can be co n­ 
tro lled at all seaso ns and the annual flo o d damag e 
reduced to a minimum. 


Peo ple in the reg io ns o f the So uth mo st affected 
by these flo o ds hav e a liv ely interest in the plans, 
if the fo rce which y ear after y ear lay s waste their 
fields and to wns co uld be harnessed and made to fur­ 
nish electric po wer, it wo uld mean all the différence 
between hav ing a friendly , co nstructiv e fo rce fo r a 
neig hbo r and hav ing a ho stile, destructiv e o ne. 
Building lev ees merely fo r the purpo se o f ho lding 
the streams in their banks is a passiv e so lutio n o f 
the difficulty in which the peo ple wo rk fo r the riv ­ 
ers. 
Under the new scheme the riv ers wo uld wo rk 
fo r the peo ple.

State Fish an d Game Commission 
en titled “A H istory of Californ ia 
Shore W halin g,” by Professor Ed­ 
win C. Starks of Stan ford Un iver- 


'sity , calls atten tion to the past an d 
presen t status of 
shore 
whalin g 
alon g the coast of Californ ia an d 
poin ts out that the rapid disappear­ 
an ce of the mammals respon sible 
for a valuable in dustry . 
Early ac­ 
coun ts show th at w hales were ex­ 
trem ely n umerous in the early sev­ 
en ties but by 18 7 4 exten sive w hal­ 
in g operation s had reduced them to 
the poin t where shore whalin g was 
much less profitable. 
At on e time 
seven teen whalin g station s were to 
be foun d alon g the coast. 
Fifteen 
to tw en ty y ears ago whalin g was 
n ot con sidered profitable an y where 
alon g the coast of Californ ia, but 
more recen tly two whalin g station s 
have been established an d profitably 
run . 
The bulletin , which is well illus­ 
trated, furn ishes an in terestin g out­ 
lin e of the history of whalin g alon g 
the Californ ia coast an d describes 
each of the species of whales in ­ 
habitin g 
Californ ia 
w aters. 
The 
Californ ia gray whale, on ce m ost 
abun dan t of all, has n ow almost en ­ 
tirely disappeared. 
The humpback 
is the on ly whale th at can still be 
called common , but it is n ot n early 
so abun dan t as it was formerly . 
In terestin g pictures 
show 
flut- 
in gs on the un der 
surface 
of a 
humpbacked whale 
covered 
with 
goose-n eck barn acles, 
which 
are 
foun d in patches on various parts. 
¡Apparen tly , livin g an im als, there­ 
fore, are in fested as are the bot­ 
toms of ships, but n ot with the 
same kin d of barn acles. 
The con servation of 
whales 
is 
very im portan t a t this time, an d to 
be adequate m ust be in tern ation al 
in character. 
At presen t, n o pro­ 
tection w hatever is afforded the 
largest of sea mam mals a n d ' fe­ 
m ales are often killed while n urs­ 
in g y oun g.
